Largest expenditures in the 
firm's Southwest Division bud­ 
get arc $359,400 for installa­ 
tion of some 117,000 feet of 
new business mains, and 
$349,000 for installation of 
new business services.

S«a that box on the telephone pole? It helps seven phone 
calls travel at the same time along this one pair of wires. 
That means one pair of wires is doing the job of seven! 
You'll get an idea of how it works if you think of a free­ 
way, with cars running side by side in separate lanes. To 
carry your calls, a carrier system sets up separate voice 
lanes, or frequencies. With these extra voice lanes, phone 
lines can work a lot harder for you. Especially in rural 
areas, carrier systems are helping us bring more service 
to more people.

When a fuse blows out at 
your house do you some­ 
times have a tough time see­ 
ing which one to replace? 
In a phone office, the grass­ 
hopper fuse (left) nelps 
solve that problem. (And it 
does kind of look like a 
grasshopper, don't you 
think?) When this fuse 
blows out, a colored bead 
eprings out on a metal arm.
